Thopeckoge shewn in Figure 1 shows spoiud 
blent in s frueto-eonicai carrier 1 . which eaten* 
compWrtaty sreund tha circumference of ths 

15 potted plant. The earriar consists of flexible 
plastics film for esampta polyethylene. The carrier 
haa an open mouth of circular plan through which 
the Blent 2 projects. Surrounding the mouth ie an 
unslit portion of film 2 heving two apertures 4 en 

20 opposed eidee of ths mouth. 

A portion of the flexible aide wall 8 provided 
with horizontal elite extende completely around • 
the circumference of the carrier ebove the tap of 
« P°» 6 - carrier encode to the bottom edge 
25 of the fruste-conicsl pot E but does not cvtend • 
under tha base. This portion 7 ef the carrier ie net 
prowieed with sifts.
